sale  and  distribution 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated 
December  5,  1942,  and  to  assure  an  ade- 
quate supply  and  efficient  distribution 
of  food  to  meet  war  and  civilian  needs, 
It  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: 

§  1432.1  Sale  and  distribution  of 
rice — (a)  Definitions.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  order: 

(1)  "Miller"  means  any  person  who 
has  facilities  for  processing  rough  rice. 

(2)  "Barrel"  means  162  pounds  of 
rough  rice. 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or 
other  business  entity,  or  State,  Territo- 
rial, Municipal,  County  or  other  local 
government,  or  instrumentality  or  sub- 
division thereof,  or  any  agency  of  the 
United  States  other  than  a  governmental 
agency. 

(4)  "Rough  rice"  means  the  com- 
modity denned  by  the  "United  States 
Standards  for  Rough  Rice",  as  amended 
May  15,  1942. 

(5)  "Brown  rice"  means  the  com- 
modity defined  by  the  "United  States 
Standards  for  Brown  Rice",  as  amended 
May  15,  1942. 

(6)  "Milled  rice"  means  the  com- 
modity defined  by  the  "United  States 
Standards  for  Milled  Rice",  as  amended 
May  15,  1942,  but  shall  not  include 
"Brewers  Milled  Rice"  or  "Screenings 
Milled  Rice." 

(7)  "Undermilled  rice"  means  rice 
from  which  all  of  the  hull  and  part  of 
the  bran  and  germ  have  been  removed. 

(8)  "First  owner"  means  any  person, 
Including  millers  but  not  including  mill- 
ers who  do  not  have  facilities  for  proc- 
essing more  than  50  barrels  of  rough  rice 
per  day,  who  first  owns  any  brown, 
milled,  or  undermilled  rice  processed  aft- 
er the  effective  date  of  this  Order  by  a 
miller  who  has  facilities  for  processing 
more  than  50  barrels  of  rice  per  day. 


(9)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  or  any  employee  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture designated  by  the  Director. 

(10)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
and  includes  the  Food  D'stribution  Ad- 
ministration, Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
Coast  Guard,  War  Shi  pping  Administra- 
tion, or  any  other  governmental  agency 
designated  by  the  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  except  to 
a  governmental  agency,  or  use  more 
than  forty  percent  of  the  brown,  milled, 
or  undermilled  rice  as  to  which  he  is  or 
becomes  the  first  owner;  and  every  per- 
son shall  set  aside  for  sale  to  a  govern- 
mental agency  milled  rice  of  the  grade 
No.  5  or  better  of  one  of  the  classes  I 
to  X  inclusive,  in  an  amount  equal  to 
sixty  percent  of  the  brown,  milled,  or 
undermilled  rice  as  to  which  he  is  or 
becomes  the  first  owner.  All  rice  so  set 
aside  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the 
first  owner  at  no  more  than  ceiling  prices 
established  by  the  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration to  a  governmental  agency 
in  response  to  announcements  or  no- 
tices issued  by  such  agency  that  oliers 
for  the  sale  of  such  rice  will  be  received 
on  specified  dates. 

(2)  The  restriction  in  paragraph  b  (1) 
shall  be  observed  without  regard  to  ex- 
isting contracts  or  any  payments  made 
or  any  action  taken  thereunder. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
accurate  and  complete  records  concern- 
ing inventories,  production  and  sales  for 
at  least  two  years  (or  for  such  other  pe- 
riods of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  and  shall  execute  and  file  such 
reports  and  upon  such  forms  and  submit 
such  information  as  the  Director  may 
from  time  to  time  request  or  direct,  and 
within  such  times  as  he  may  prescribe. 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections,  at  all  reason- 
able times,  of  his  stocks  of  rice  and 
premises  used  in  his  business,  and  all  of 
his  books,  records  and  accounts  shall 


upon  request  be  submitted  to  audit  and 
inspection  by  the  Director. 

(e)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  Order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  Order  or  will- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concerning 
a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
Spates  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation  and  such  fur- 
ther action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Cede  (18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80) ,  under  para- 
graph 5  of  section  301  of  Title  III  of  the 
Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under  any 
and  all  other  applicable  laws. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  Order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition  in 
writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
shall  be  final. 

(g)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector is  hereby  designated  and  author- 
ized to  administer  the  provisions  hereof 
and  to  issue  all  orders  necessary  to  the 
effectuation  of  the  purposes  and  provi- 
sions of  this  order. 

(h)  Communications  to  Department 
of  Agriculture.  All  reports  required  to 
be  filed  hereunder  and  all  communica- 
tions concerning  this  Order  shall,  unless 
otherwise  directed,  be  addressed  to:  Di- 
rector of  Food  Distribution;  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture; 
Washington,  D  C.    Ref.  FD-10. 

(i)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
be  effective  on  January  22,  1943.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated 
December  5,  1942,  Pood  Distribution 
Order  No.  10,  §  1432.1,  8  P.R.  1076,  is 
amended  by: 

1.  Striking  out  paragraph  (a)  (8)  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(8)  "First  owner"  means  any  person, 
including  millers,  but  not  including 
millers  who  do  not  have  facilities  for 
processing  more  than  50  barrels  of  rough 
rice  per  day,  who  had  in  his  possession 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  order,  brown, 
milled,  or  undermilled  rice  processed  by 
a  miller  who  has  facilities  for  processing 


more  than  50  barrels  of  rough  rice  per 
day  with  respect  to  which  he  was  the 
original  owner,  or  who  becomes  the 
original  owner  of  any  such  rice;  and, 

2.  Inserting  at  the  end  of  paragraph 
(b)  the  following: 

(3)  No  first  owner  shall  sell,  ship, 
consign  or  deliver  brown  rice,  milled 
rice  or  undermilled  rice  to  persons 
within  any  State  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  amounts  which  will  re- 
sult in  his  total  sales,  shipments,  con- 
signments or  deliveries  to  such  persons 
during  the  year  August  1,  1942  to  July 
31,  1943  exceeding  85%  of  the  quantity 
of  such  rice  sold,  shipped,  consigned  or 
delivered  by  him  to  persons  in  such  State 
or  the  District  during  the  year  August 
1,  1941  to  July  31,  1942;  Provided,  That 


the  Director  may  upon  application  of 
any  first  owner  authorize  the  transfer 
of  a  first  owner's  quota  or  any  part 
thereof,  under  this  provision,  with  re- 
spect to  any  State  or  the  District,  to 
another  first  owner,  upon  submission  of 
satisfactory  proof  that  both  first  owners 
have  agreed  to  such  transfer  and  the 
first  owner  whose  quota  is  transferred 
agrees  to  refrain  from  selling,  shipping, 
consigning  or  delivering  brown  rice, 
milled  rice  or  undermilled  rice  under 
such  quota  to  the  extent  that  it  has 
been  transferred.

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  rice  for 
defense,  for  private  account  and  for  ex- 
port; and,  therefore,  the  following 
amendment  to  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  10,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture January  21,  1943  (8  P.R.  1076), 
as  amended,  is  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1432.1  Restrictions  on  sale  and  dis- 
tribution of  rice — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
''Person'  means  any  individual,  or  any 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  or 
other  business  entity,  or  any  State,  Ter- 
ritorial, Municipal,  County,  or  other  local 
government,  or  instrumentality  or  sub- 
division thereof,  or  any  agency  of  the 
United  States  other  than  a  governmental 
agency. 

(2)  "Governmental  agency"  means  (i) 
the  Armed  Services  of  the  United  States 
(excluding,  for  purposes  of  this  order, 
United  States  Army  post  exchanges, 
United  States  Navy  ships'  service  depart- 
ments, and  United  States  Marine  Corps 
post  exchanges) ;  (ii)  the  Pood  Distribu- 
tion Administration,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration (including,  but  not  restricted  to, 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corpo- 
ration) ;  (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Admin- 
istration; (iv)  the  Veterans' Administra- 
tion; and  (v)  any  other  instrumentality 
or  agency  designated  by  the  War  Food 
Administrator.  The  term  "governmental 
agency"  also  includes  any  contract  school 
or  ship  operator,  as  defined  in  Food  Dis- 
tribution Regulation  2  (8  F.R.  7523), 
which  purchases  rice  in  accordance  with 
said  regulation 

(3)  "Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  the  Navy,  Ma 
rine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the  United 
States. 

(4)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, or  any  employee  of  the  War  Food 
Administration,  designated  by  such  Di- 
rector. 

(5)  "First  owner"  means  any  person, 
including  a  miller,  who,  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  order,  is  the  original  owner 
of  brown,  undermillea,  or  milled  rice,  or 
who  becomes  the  original  owner  of  any 
such  rice. 

(6)  "Miller"  means  any  person  who 
converts  rough  rice  into  brown,  under- 
rnilled,  or  milled  rice. 


(7)  "Rough  rice"  means  the  commodity 
defined  by  the  "United  States  Standards 
for  Rough  Rice",  as  amended  May  15, 
1942. 

(8)  "Brown  rice"  means  the  commod- 
ity defined  by  the  "United  States  Stand- 
ards for  Brown  Rice",  as  amended  May 
15,  1942. 

(9)  "Undermilled  rice"  means  rice 
from  which  all  of  the  hull  and  part  of 
the  bran  and  germ  have  been  removed. 

(10)  "Milled  rice"  means  the  commod- 
ity defined  by  the  "United  States  Stand- 
ards for  Milled  Rice,"  as  amended  June  1, 
1943:  Provided,  That,  as  used  in  para- 
graph (b)  (2)  of  this  order,  the  term 
"milled  rice"  shall  not  include  Screenings 
milled  rice  or  Brewers  milled  rice. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  except  to  a 
governmental  agency,  or  use  more  than 
fifty-five  percent  of  the  total  quantity 
of  brown,  undermilled,  or  milled  rice  as 
to  which  he  is,  at  any  time,  the  first 
owner;  and  every  person  shall  set  aside 
for  sale  to  a  governmental  agency  milled 
rice  of  the  grade  No.  4  or  better  of  one 
of  the  classes  I  to  X  inclusive,  in  an 
amount  equal  to  forty-five  percent  of 
the  brown,  undermilled,  or  milled  rice 
as  to  which  he  is,  at  any  time,  the  first 
owner.  Sales  of  other  grades  or  classes 
of  brown  undermilled  or  milled  rice  to 
a  governmental  agency  by  a  first  owner 
may  be  credited  against  the  amount  of 
rice  he  is  required  to  set  aside.  All  rice 
set  aside  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the 
first  owner  at  no  more  than  ceiling  prices 
established  by  the  Office  of  Price  Ad- 
ministration to  a  governmental  agency 
in  response  to  announcements  or  no- 
tices by  such  agency  that  offers  for  the 
sale  of  such  rice  will  be  received  on 
specified  dates. 

(2)  No  first  owner  shall  sell,  ship, 
consign,  or  deliver  brown,  undermilled, 
or  milled  rice  to  persons  within  any  State 
or  the  District  of  Columbia  in  amounts 
which  will  result  in  his  total  deliveries 
to  persons  within  such  State  or  the  Dis- 
trict during  the  year  August  1,  1943,  to 
July  31,  1944,  exceeding  eighty-five  per- 
cent of  the  quantity  of  such  rice  deliv- 
ered by  him  to  persons  in  such  State 
or  the  District  during  the  year  August  1 
1941,  to  July  31,  1942. 

(c)  Exemptions  from  restrictions  of 
paragraph  (b)  (1).  (1)  The  Director 
may,  upon  application  of  any  first  own- 
er, authorize  such  first  owner  to  deliver 
to  persons  other  than  governmental 
agencies  brown,  undermilled,  or  milled 
rice  and  to  credit  such  deliveries  against 
the  quantity  of  milled  rice  required  to  be 


set  aside  for  sale  to  governmental  agen- 
cies, when  satisfactory  evidence  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Director  that  the  brown, 
undermilled,  or  milled  rice  so  delivered 
is  to  be  subsequently  delivered  to  a  gov- 
ernmental agency  in  the  form  of  rice  or  a 
product  thereof. 

(2)  The  Director  may  upon  applica- 
tion of  any  first  owner  authorize  such 
first  owner  for  a  designated  period  of 
time  to  deliver  to  persons  other  than 
governmental  agencies  all  of  the  brown, 
undermilled,  or  milled  rice  as  to  which 
he  is  a  first  owner  during  such  period, 
on  condition  that  such  first  owner  will 
during  a  designated  later  period  of  time 
set  aside  for  sale  to  governmental  agen- 
cies a  sufficient  quantity  of  milled  rice  of 
the  grade  No.  4  or  better  of  one  of  the 
classes  I  to  X  inclusive,  to  constitute 
forty-five  percent  of  the  total  brown, 
undermilled,  or  milled  rice  as  to  which 
he  is  a  first  owner  during  such  periods. 

(d)  Transfer,  establishment,  reduc- 
tion or  increase  of  quotas  under  para- 
graph (b)  (2).  (1)  The  Director  may 
upon  application  of  any  first  owner 
authorize  the  transfer  of  such  first 
owner's  quota  or  any  part  thereof  with 
respect  to  any  State  or  the  District,  to 
another  first  owner,  upon  submission  of 
satisfactory  proof  that  both  first  owners 
have  agreed  to  such  transfer  and  the 
first  owner  whose  quota  is  transferred 
agrees  to  refrain  from  delivering  brown, 
undermilled,  or  milled  rice  under  such 
quota  to  the  extent  that  it  has  been 
transferred.  ' 

'2)  The  Director  may  establish  a 
quota  for,  or  reduce  or  increase  the  quota 
of,  any  first  owner,  for  any  State  or  the 
District  of  Columbia,  if  he  determines 
that  such  action  is  necessary  to  insure 
the  effiv-.ient  and  proper  distribution  of 
t  he  available  supply  of  rice. 

(e)  Applicability  of  restrictions.  (1) 
The  restrictions  contained  in  this  order 
shall  be  observed  without  regard  to  ex- 
isting contracts  or  any  payments  made 
or  any  action  taken  thereunder. 

(2)  The  restrictions  contained  in  this 
order  shall  not  apply  to  rice  owned  by 
any  individual  for  use  in  his  own  house- 
hold. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  rice  of  any  person,  and  to  make  such 
investigations,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 
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(g)  Records  and  reports.  The  Direc- 
tor shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation from,  and  require  such  reports 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  his  discretion,  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  administration  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order.  Every  person  subject  to 
this  order  shall  maintain  accurate  and 
complete  records  concerning  inventories, 
production  and  sales  for  at  least  two 
years  i.or  for  such  other  periods  of  time 
as  the  Director  may  designate) ,  and 
shall  execute  and  file  such  reports  upon 
such  forms  and  submit  such  information 
as  the  Director  may  from  time  to  time 
request  or  direct,  and  within  such  times 
as  he  may  prescribe. 

(h)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Approval. 
The  reporting  requirements  of  this  order 
have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subsequent 
specific  record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements by  the  Director  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 


writing  for  relief  to  the  Director  of  Food 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration, 
Washington,  D.  C,  setting  forth  in  such 
petition  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  na- 
ture of  the  relief  sought.  The  Director 
may  thereupon  take  such  action  as  he 
deems  appropriate,  which  action  shall  be 
final. 

fj)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired'T6*be'filea  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  War  Food  Administrator,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C,  Ref.  FD-10. 

(k)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  rice, 
or  any  other  material  subject  to  pri- 
ority or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  person  be  prohibited 
from  receiving,  making  any  deliveries 
of,  or  using  materials  subject  to  the 
priority  or  allocation  contro1  of  other 
governmental  agencies.  In  addition,  any 
person  who  wilfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and 
all  applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  ac- 
tion may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 


liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  any  provision  of  this 
order. 

(1)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  r^ate  to  the 
administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  person 
within  the  War  Food  Administration  any 
or  all  of  the  authority  vested  in  him  by 
this  order. 

(m)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a,  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
August  1,  1943.  With  respect  to  any 
violations  of  said  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der No.  10,  as  amended,  or  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  said  order,  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective time  of  the  provisions  of  this 
amendment,  said  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der No.  10  as  amended,  shall  be  deemed 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purpose 
of  sustaining  any  proper  suit,  action,  or 
other  proceeding  with  respect  to  any 
such  violation,  right,  or  liability.

Press  Release,  Immediate: 
Thursday,  July  15, 1943 

Availability  of  increased  quantities  of 
rice  for  domestic  use  in  1943  was  indi- 
cated in  amendments  to  the  rice  order 
made  by  the  War  Food  Administration. 
The  amendments,  making  Food  Distri- 
bution Order  No.  10  applicable  to  the 
record  crop  of  rice  in  prospect  for  1943, 
will  become  effective  August  1. 

The  original  order  was  issued  January 
21  and  applied  only  to  that  part  of  the 
crop  rrmaining  in  the  hands  of  millers 
and  producers.  It  was  placed  in  effect 
to  make  certain  that  sufficient  quantities 
of  the  remaining  supply  would  be  avail- 
able for  our  armed  forces,  and  for  civil- 
ians in  American  Territories  and  posses- 
sions to  whom  rice  is  a  basic  food. 

Under  the  original  order,  rice  millers 
processing  more  than  50  barrels  a  day 
were  required  to  set  aside  60  percent  of 
the  milled  rice  on  hand  and  of  the  quan- 


tities to  be  milled,  for  purchase  by  Gov- 
ernment agencies.  The  set- aside  rice 
was  to  be  offered  the  agencies  at  prices 
which  did  not  exceed  established  ceilings. 

The  amended  order  applies  to  all  mill- 
ers of  rough  rice,  but  requires  that  the 
set  aside  be  only  45  percent  of  the  total 
quantity  processed  by  each  miller. 
While  it  is  possible  that  the  set  aside  may 
not  be  required  of  all  small  millers  it  is 
believed  that  better  distribution  of  rice 
will  result  from  making  the  set-aside 
provisions  apply  generally.  The  set- 
aside  portion  of  the  crop  in  prospect, 
WFA  officials  believe,  will  be  ample  to 
supply  the  full  quantity  required  by  Gov- 
ernment agencies  in  the  1943-44  market- 
ing season.  The  amended  order  requires 
that  set-aside  rice  be  offered  at  no  more 
than  ceiling  prices. 

State  quota  restrictions  are  retained 
by  the  amended  order  as  a  means  of  as- 
suring proper  distribution  of  rice  among 
civilians  in  various  States.    The  State 


quota  provisions  permit  millers  to  deliver 
to  the  various  States  85  percent  of  the 
quantity  they  delivered  in  the  base  period 
August  1,  1941  through  July  31,  1942. 
The  quotas  are  based  on  the  usual  rate 
of  consumption  of  rice  and  are  intende.d 
to  assure  that  civilians  in  all  states  will 
receive  approximately  the  same  quanti- 
ties of  rice  they  have  received  in  previ- 
ous years. 

Present  indications  point  to  an  all-time 
record  crop  approaching  68  to  70  million 
bushels,  which,  in  terms  of  milled  rice, 
means  approximately  20  million  pockets 
(100-pound  sacks).  Of  this  quantity, 
roughly  9  million  pockets  will  be  set 
aside  for  Government  use  under  the 
amended  order. 

Average  production  in  the  United 
States  is  about  13  million  pockets  of 
milled  rice,  or  roughly  a  little  more  than 
one  percent  of  the  average  world  produc- 
tion.

Questions  and  Answers 

FDO  No.  10,  issued  January  21 ,  1943,  provided  for  the  set  aside  for  sale 
to  governmental  agencies  of  milled  rice  of  the  grade  No.  5  or  better  of  one  of 
the  classes  I  to  X,  inclusive,  in  an  amount  equal  to  60  percent  of  the  brown, 
undermilled;  or  milled  rice  in  the  hands  of  millers  or  other  first  owners  on  or 
after  the  effective  date  of  the  Order.    Millers  who  did  not  have  facilities  for 
processing  more  than  50  barrels  of  rough  rice  per  day  were  exempted  from  opera- 
tion of  the  Order.     Since  a  substantial  portion  of  1942  rice  had  been  milled  and 
marketed  at  the  time  the  Order  was  issued,  the  purpose  of  the  Order  was  to  make 
certain  that  the  portion  of  the  remaining  supply  of  rice  needed  for  our  armed 
forces  and  for  the  people  of  American  territories,  for  whom  rice  is  a  basic  food, 
would  be  available  as  it  was  needed.    The  Order  left  40  percent  of  the  total 
supply  of  brown,  undermilled,  or  milled,  rice  available  for  United  States  civil- 
ian and  other  uses  which,  on  the  basis  of  usual  per  capita  consumption  in  the 
United  States,  would  supply  civilians  with  approximately  a  normal  quantity  for 
the  remainder  of  the  1942-43  marketing  season. 

The  Order  provides  that  the  set  aside  rice  may  be  offered  to  governmental 
agencies  at  not  more  than  the  established  ceiling  price. 

State  Quota  Provisions 

In  order  to  assure  equitable  distribution  of  the  portion  of  rice  alloted 
by  FDO  No.  10  for  civilian  use,  Amendment  No.  1  was  issued  February  6,  1943,  pro- 
hibiting a  miller  or  other  first  owner  effected  by  the  Order  from  shipping  to 
any  State  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  during  the  crop  year  August  1,  1942,  to 
July  31,  1943,  brown,  undermilled,  or  milled  rice  in  quantities  greater  than  85 
percent  of  the  total  quantity  he  delivered  into  such  State  or  the  District  of 
Columbia  during  the  crop  year  August  1,  1941,  to  July  31,  1942.    Amendment  No.  1 
had  the  effect  of  preventing  the  accumulation  of  heavy  stocks  of  civilian  rice 
in  any  single  area. 

1.     Q.  What  provisions  have  been  made  concerning  the  1943  crop  of  rice? 

A.  The  War  Food  Administration  issued  Amendment  No.  2  to  Food 

Distribution  Order  No.  10.    This  amendment  became  effective  August 
1,-  1943. 


q.  Does  Amendment  No.  2  materially  change*  the  original  Order? 

A    Onlv  in  two  respects.     It  requires  the  set  aside  of  milled  rice

An  increase  of  rice  for  civilian  use 
was  made  possible  today  by  the  War 
Pood  Administration  removal  of  all 
governmental  set-aside  requirements 
for  rice  milled  in  November. 

This  move,  WPA  officials  said,  is  ex- 
pected to  help  relieve  the  tight  situa- 
tion in  markets  supplying  civilian  needs. 
It  should  give  dealers  and  manufactur- 
ers ample  time  in  which  to  replenish 
exhausted  stocks,  particularly  in  the 
Southeastern  States,  where  a  shortage 
of  corn  grits  has  greatly  increased  de- 
mand for  rice. 

The  action  was  made  possible  by 
heavy  millings  of  the  record  1943  rice 
crop,  which,  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  season,  supplied  larger 


quantities  of  milled  rice  than  required 
by  the  armed  forces  and  the  lend-lease 
program  for  immediate  distribution. 

Removal  of  set-aside  requirements 
will  permit  millers  and  first  owners  to 
sell  their  full  production  of  brown  un- 
dermilled and  milled  rice  for  November 
to  other  than  governmental  agencies. 
This  was  accomplished  through  an 
amendment  to  Food  Distribution  Order 
No.  10,  which  required  the  sale  of  at 
least  45  percent  of  the  production  of 
rice  mills  to  governmental  agencies. 

Shipment  of  rice  made  to  various 
States,  however,  must  not  exceed  the 
quotas  set  for  each  State  under  the 
Order.  The  amendment  does  not  pre- 
vent sales  of  rice  to  governmental 
agencies  for  the  designated  period  if 
millers  so  desire. 

November  production  of  milled  rice, 
not  including  brewer's  rice,  is  expected 


to  amount  to  at  least  2,750,000  pockets 
(100-pound  bags).  Suspension  of  the 
set-aside  requirements  for  November 
means  that  civilians  will  have  available 
about  1,125,000  pockets  more  than 
would  have  been  available  with  the  set- 
aside  order  in  effect. 

Commercial  supplies  of  milled  rice  for 
the  1943-44  season  are  estimated  at 
about  20  million  pockets.  About  7,500,- 
000  pockets  have  been  allocated  for  ci- 
vilian use,  exclusive  of  brewers  rice  for 
which  the  need  is  estimated  at  1,500,000 
to  1,750,000  pockets.  Approximately  7 
million  pockets  of  the  total  estimated 
production  will  be  required  for  the  armed 
forces,  for  Lend-Lease  uses  and  for  con- 
tingency reserve.  Allocations  for  export 
outside  of  the  Lend-Lease  program,  prin- 
cipally to  Cuba,  will  require  about  3,750,- 
000  pockets.
